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EXTRAORDINARY  COLLECTION  OF  SILVER  DOLLARS 

Another  of  those  small  but  quite  extraordinary  quality  collections  quietly  brought 
together  and  here  proudly  offered.

A few  bag  marks,  some  almost  indistinguishable, 
none  serious.

573  1846  O.  Frosty  gem  Unc.,  beautifully  toned  in  the  cooler  colors  though  paler  than 

last;  few  minute  specks;;  bag  marks  at  lower  obv.  edge.  Unusually  sharp  strike.

574  1847.  Frosty  choice  Unc.,  delicate  warm  toning,  almost  full  head.  Far  fewer  bag 

marks  than  usual.  Ex  Ostheimer  343. 

575  1848.  Warm  gray  toned  borderline  Unc.,  Above  average  strike;  rare  low  mintage  date. 

576  1849.  Delicately  toned  Unc.,  pale  gold  and  paler  sunset  tints.  The  couple  of  small 

dark  streaks  were  in  the  blank  before  striking.  Nearly  full  head.  Nicer  than  the 
Ostheimer  coin,  as  this  one  was  never  cleaned;  this  date  is  probably  the  most 
difficult  to  obtain  in  the  forties  in  strictly  mint  state,  even  as  in  proof  state.

strike  with  nearly  full  head,  magnificently  toned  in  sunset  colors.  Few  bag  marks, 
less  than  average.  Ex  Ostheimer  347. 
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Extrenifl)  Rare  Original  1851 

579  1851.  High  date.  Original.  Brilliant  prooflikv  Out.,  both  dies  retaining  high  polish; 

sharp  impression,  almost  full  head,  the  only  weakness  being  on  upper  edge  of 
wing  and  (very  slightly)  left  leg,  but  it  is  almost  unheard  of  to  find  a nonproof 
dollar  of  this  design  without  weakness  there.  Few  trivial  bag  marks.  As  fine  as 
we  have  seen,  and  within  the  last  twenty  years  less  than  a dozen  different 
examples  have  been  offered,  making  comparisons  easy.

stars  flat,  otherwise  needle  sharp.  Practically  free  of  bag  marks.  RR  grade, 

generally  seen  in  cleaned  proof  or  in  the  lower  grades. 

586  1860  O.  “Delicately  toned  prooflike  first  strike,  bolder  than  average  impression; 

minor  obv.  rim  nick,  few  rev.  field  bag  marks,  otherwise  a gem.” — as  this  was 
described  in  Ostheimer  360.

592  1868.  Mostly  brilliant,  delicately  toned  Proof.  Weak  on  eagle’s  neck,  part  of  left 

wing  and  top  of  shield.  Faint  pin  scratch  near  E of  ONE. 

593  1869.  Iridescent  blue  and  sunset  toned  choice  Proof.  Shows  a little  of  the  same 

localized  weakness  as  the  1868,  but  nevertheless  this  is  high  quality,  uncleaned 
and  unimpaired.

Ex  Bolender 
coll.,  April  1952,  Ostheimer  371,  where  the  illustration  really  failed  to  do  this 
piece  justice.  Potentially  worth  into  four  figures. 

595  1871.  Brilliant  Proof,  subtle  touches  and  occasional  bright  splotches  of  variegated 

tone.  Beautiful  and  choice  despite  some  hairlines. 

596  1872.  Brilliant,  frosty  Unc.  Head  only  partly  up,  otherwise  a very  sharp  strike. 

Nearly  free  of  bag  marks.  Unusual  and  rare. 

597  1872  S.  Bright  Unc.,  cleaned.  RRR  grade  even  as  it  is,  one  of  possibly  three  finest. 

598  1872  CC.  “Antique  golden  and  pale  purple  toned  Unc.,  prooflike,  faintest  field 

handling  marks  not  disturbing  the  beautiful  color.” — as  this  was  described  in  our 
Sept.  18,  1968  sale,  lot  377,  where  it  went  very  reasonably  at  $1,200.  There  are 
still  only  four  mint  state  ones  found,  and  this  is  tied  for  finest. 

599  1878.  Morgan.  Seven  Tail  Feathers.  Brilliant  choice  Proof.  Identified  by  the  following 

characteristie:  Obv.  die  basined  more  than  normal,  producing  unusual  curvature 
near  stars  and  letters;  recruiting  within  lops  of  8's;  light  doubling  on  9th  and  11th 
stars.  Rev.  Recruiting  on  bases  of  MER-CA  and  within  top  of  D in  DOLLAR; 
s in  trust  severed,  the  two  halves  just  about  touching.  Others  offered  in  recent 
years  have  proved  to  be  mere  early  strikes  from  various  dies — except  for  two 
whose  owners  did  not  notice  that  they  showed  only  three  leaves  on  the  branch, 
therefore  patterns.  First  we’ve  handled  in  many  years.  Of  the  300  known  to  have 
been  made,  most  evidently  were  spent  or  otherwise  mishandled,  as  this  is  ex- 
tremely rare,  more  than  ten  times  as  rare  as  the  eight  feather  coin,  still  more 
so  as  it  “carries  its  own  credentials”  and  could  not  he  doubted  even  by  the 
most  suspicious.  Next  to  this,  the  1895  is  common!  Potentially  a four  figure  coin.
